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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. A BPAI decision on 3/16/09 reversing the Examiner's Answer filed 9/10/07 has 
been made. Search has been updated and the cited prior art fail to disclose or 
suggested the claimed invention of a method of for providing a comfort noise signal 
comprising the steps of: applying the white noise signal to a QMF filter bank to produce 
a comfort noise wherein the magnitude of the white noise into each QMF filter is 
controlled in accordance with the magnitude of the signal in a corresponding sub-band 
in the one channel; and selectively coupling the comfort noise signal to at least one of 
the channels. The cited prior art also failed to disclose a cellular phone characterized 
by a comfort noise generator comprising a white noise generator; at least one QMF 
bank producing a comfort noise signal, said QMF bank having a high pass input and a 
low pass input; a first multiplier having a control input coupled to a first of said analysis 
sub- band filters; a second multiplier having a control input coupled to a second of said 
analysis sub-band filters; wherein the first multiplier couples said white noise generator 
to said low pass input and said second multiplier couples said white noise generator to 
said high pass input; means for selectively coupling the comfort noise signal to at least 
one of the channels.
